In  the  opinion  of  most  of  the  prep 
sports  writers,  the  best  basketball  played  in  the  City  last  year  was  in  the  Tech 
meet.   In  the  first  meet  in  1947t  teams  from  28  schools  competed.  The  following 
year  there  were  31  teams.  Last  year  35  teams  were  entered.  This  year  there  are 
37  entries.  Faid  attendance  has  almost  doubled  each  year.  The  first  year  l^,QOO 
paid  to  see  the  meet.   In  1948«  paid  attendance  rose  to  Yt^^'^"     Last  year  there 
were  13t70^t  and  this  year's  tournament  is  expected  to  draw  over  20,000.

CHICAGO — Snow  wasn't  the   only  substance  to  bombard  Chicagoans  in  November, 

More  than  11,000  tons  of   gritty,   eye-rasping,    throat-clogging  dust  descended 
from  the  skies  tc  plague  local  residents,   according  to  Maurice  Kayner,   chief  re- 
search analytical  chemist  for  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology. 

As   a  public  service,    the  Foundation  measures  and  analyzes  dust  collected  from 
2U  sampling  stations  by  the   city  smoke  inspection  and  abatement  department. 

Broken  down  into  smaller  figures,    that's  370  tons  a  day,    ^2,13  tons  per 
square  mile  in  a  single  month. 

The  troublesome  particles  pour  from  factory  smokestacks   and  home  chimneys, 
belch  from  locomotives,   sweep  in  with  the  wind.      It's  even  possible  that  some  of  the 
grit  is   of  cosmic  origin. 

Although  the  V/indy  City  isn't  exactly  a  haven  for  fresh  air  fiends,   Kayner 
noted  that  the  trend  is  definitely  toward  less  dustfall.      The  city's  record  has 
improved  continuously  since  the  first  survey  in  July,    19li6. 

For  instance,    in  November,    19U6,   121  tons   of  dust  per  square  mile  fell  on 
Chicago— more  than  twice  the  tonnage  recorded  last  month. 

Actually,   however,    according  to  Kayner,    the  dust  circulated  at  street  level 
is  much  higher  than  the   survey  shows.     For  in  the  survey  the  collecting  jars   are 
placed  at  a  four-story  neight  to  prevent  the  picking  up  of  street  dust,. 

Kayner  emphasized  that  now  is   the   time  to  encourage   smoke   and  dust  abatement. 
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"Home  Dvmers,  the  biggest  violators,  are  beginning  to  fire  their  furnaces,  and 
many  use  soft  coal,"  he  said..  "In  addition,  fall  and  winter  winds  pick  up  and 
scatter  dust  already  'on  the  ground '4" 

August  is  usually  the  month  of  lightest  dustf all  and  January  the  heaviest. 
A  total  of  3i|.12  tons  per  square  mile  fell  in  August  of  this  year,  and  a  total  of 
33,97  tons  in  August  of  19U9.  The  worst  deluge  of  dust,  a  total  of  128.5  tons  per 
square  mile,  fell  in  January  of  19U7.

CHICAGO — "Titanium,  often  called  the  'middleweight  champion, 'and  the 
earth's  fourth  most  abundrnt  structural  metal,  may  take  its  place  among  the  other 
tonnage  metals  within  the  next  five  years,"  Dr.  Julian  Glasser,  research  metallur- 
gist at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  predicted 
today. 

Although  the  element  titanium  was  discovered  more  than  1^0  years  ago,  it 
was  not  recognized  as  a  workable  metal  until  about  1910,  and  its  attractive  proper- 
ties have  only  been  known  for  the  past  few  years.  Titanium  is  lighter  than  iron, 
stronger  than  aluminum,  more  corrosion-resistant  than  stainless  steel,  and  more 
abundant  in  the  earth's  crust  than  copper. 

"Until  recently,  metallurgists  have  been  stumped  in  their  efforts  to  find 
an  economical  method  of  extracting  pure  titanium  from  titanium  ores.  Hov;ever,  these 
smelting  and  refining  difficulties  are  being  rapidly  overcome,"  Dr.  Glasser  explained. 

The  use  of  titanium  in  frame  and  engine  parts  of  commercial  aircraft  would' 
increase  the  payloads  which  could  be  carried  and  might  be  reflected  in  lowered  air- 
freignt  rates  and  passenger  fares. 

Titanium's  phenomenal  resistance  to  salt  water  corrosion  makes  it  very 
attractive  for  marine  applications  and  the  manufacture  of  such  parts  as  hulls, 
drive  shafte,  and  propellers.   In  addition,  its  high  melting  point,  which  is  more 
than  twice  as  high  as  that  of  aluminum,  means  that  titanium  or  one  of  its  alloys  can 
be  used  for  exhaust  manifolds  and  other  "hot  spots"  that  now  require  steel.

"Rapid  developments  are  in  progress  on  titanium  alloys  and  v/e  nov;  know 
that  the  strength  of  titanium  can  be  doubled  by  proper  alloying,"  Dr.  Glasser 
declared. 

Dr.  Glasser  is  currently  working  on  a  plan  to  make  the  Foundation  a 
clearing  house  for  all  analytical  methods  on  titanium  and  its  alloys, 

"If  v;e  can  put  this  plan  into  effect,  it  may  materially  reduce  the  time 
needed  for  research  which  will  make  titanium  commercially  available,"  Dr,  Glasser 
said.

CFICAGO  —  Scientific  progress  on  more  than  150  viidely  varied 
research  projects  is  described  in  an  annual  report  issued  today  by 
Dr.  Haldon  A.  Leedy,  director  of  Armour  Research  Foundation  of 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology. 

The  fiscal  year  19l4.^-1950  v;as  the  most  successful  in  the  lU-year 
history  of  the  Foundation,  Dr.  Leedy  stated  in  the  56-page  report. 

Armour's  staff  of  aLmost  700  persons  undertook  a  total  of  337 
projects,  he  reported.   This  represented  an  investment  of  $.U,6l[i,958, 
an  increase  of  12.1  per  cent  over  the  previous  year. 

Foundation  scientists  and  engineers  specialize  in  the  applied 
sciences,  including  physics,  metallurgy,  ceramics,  mechanics,  chemistry, 
and  electrical  engineering.  They  form  research  teamiS  to  solve  many 
problems.  A  physicist,  chem.ist,  and  metallurgist  might  pool  their 
talents  on  one  project,  for  example  * 

Such  varied  subjects  as  palm  oil,  scouring  cleanser,  human  muscles, 
music,  and  aircraft  windshields  received  the  professional  attention  of 
researchers  at  Armour  during  the  year. 

The  Foundation's  work  is  supported  by  industrial  concerns  and 
goverriment  agencies  who  sponsor  individual  projects.   It  is  a  not-for- 
profit,  non-endowed  scientific  research  organization,  and  any  excess  of 

-more- 
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income  over  expenses  is  used  to  finance  fundamental  research  and  defray 
cost  of  public  service  activities. 

Here  are  a  few  representative  achievercents: 

Physicists  predicted  the  acoustics  of  a  music  pavilion  before  it 
was  built,  throu^'h  ultrasonic  studies  on  a  scale  model  of  the  structure. 

Chemists  dei'^eloped  a  photo^rraphic  film  that  v/ill  operate  at 
tem.peratures  ranging  from  6$  degrees  belov;  to  lUO  degrees  above  zero 
Fahretiheit. 

Engineers  studied  the  design  of  aircraft  yrindsi^ields  ivhich  in- 
corporate transparent,  electrically  conductive  films  for  anti-icing. 

Ceramists  invented  a  way  to  measure  the  cleaning  efficiency  of  a 
scouring  cleanser. 

Electrical  engineers  constructed  instrum.ents  that  record  elec- 
trical signals  obtained  from;  electrodes  inserted  into  m.uscles. 

Fetallurgists  found  a  substitute  for  palm,  oil  in  hot  dip  tinning 
which  is  especially  promising  in  regard  to  domestic  supply,  quality, 
and  economics. 

Of  direct  aid  to  the  nation's  defense  effort  v/ere  projects  on 
rockets,  cosmiic  rays,  recoilless  rifles,  jet  engines,  lovii  temiperature 
lubricating  oils,  a  flight  sim.ulator,  and  aviation  fuel. 

"An  increasing  number  of  projects  directly  concerned  with  na- 
tional security  can  be  expected,"  Dr.  I.eedy  predicted.   "Armour  Research 
Foundation  is  prepared  to  carry  out  its  share  of  this  research  mission." 

The  International  Division  of  the  Foundation  survej^ed  techno- 
logical conditions  for  the  Republic  of  El  Salvador  and  Cuba  during  the 
year.  A  new  industrial  research  institute  was  established  in  P'exico 


I 
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City  by  the  Banlc  of  J'exico,  and  an  Armo'>:r  staff  member  acts  as  director 
of  laboratories  there. 

The  Foundation  introduced  a  radically  improved  form  of  magnetic 
recording  shortly  before  ''Vorld  ■' ar  II.   Today  a  I  agnetic  Recorder 
Division  serves  I46  companies  licei.sed  under  Armour's  patents. 

Physicists  have  taken  more  than  50,000  measurements  of  city  noise 
in  a  methodical  survey  of  urban  clam.or.  The  new  information  vill  be 
helpful  to  lawmakers  and  city  planners. 

Another  public  service  is  the  "'ational  "^.egistry  of  Rare  Chem.icals, 
a  card  file  of  infor.fration  on  sources  of  21,^00  compounds.   last  year 
the  Registry  ansv.'ered  SjC^O  incuiries  from  scientists  the  v/orld  over. 

In  the  field  of  housing  research,  Armour  undertook  a  long-term  , 
program  for  the  Structural  Clay  Products  Research  Foundation  last  year. 
Other  projects  included  the  investigation  of  a  steel  building  panel, 
a  study  of  sound  transmission  through  windows,  and  the  developm.ent  of 
light-weight  ag: re gates  for  concrete. 

Am.ong  the  professional  meetings  sponsored  by  Armour  last  year 
were  the  first  ^'ational  '^^oise  Abatement  Symposium, the  National  Con- 
ference on  Industrial  Hydraulics,  c.n  internritionil  Symposium  on 
Thin  Films,  ■:ind  the  Illinois  Conference  on  Industrir.1  Research. 

The  physics  and  electrical  engineering  departm.ents  moved  into  a 
newly  remodelled  Physics  Rese-^.rch  building  recently.   The  met".ls  de- 
partment acquired  two  new  labor r^.tories,  and  other  departments  added  to 
their  research  facilities. 

Of  the  337  projects  active  during  the  year,  182  were  sponsored  by 

industrial  concerns,  rU  by  government  agencies,  and  6I  by  the  Foundation 

itself.

CHICAGO  —  Scientists  from  both  sides  of  the  Rio  Grande 
have  perfected  a  process  that  r/ill  make  hundreds  of  tons  of  hi^h-grade , 
dry  tortilla  flour  available  to  L.exican  hoasev;ives  through 
reliable  markets. 

The  ne'.v  technique  is  used  to  prepare  a  dehydrated  flour 
suitable  for  making  tortillas,  atole.s,  tamales ,  and  other  basic 
items  of  the  Hfexican  diet.   In  use,  the  product  is  similar  to 
"Bisquick"  and  other  preparations  on  the  American  market. 

Developed  through  the  joint  efforts  of  ICexican  and  American 
scientists,  the  project  v;as  sponsored  by  the  Bank  of  I.fexico  and 
is  currently  under  the  direction  of  the  I.Iexican  Institute  of 
Technical  Research. 

Scientists  from  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology,  in  Chicago,  worked  with  Ivlexican  engineers 
for  three  years  to  develop  the  nev,'  tortilla  flour. 

For  more  than  400  years,  freshly-ground  wet  corn  has  been  used 
to  make  tortilla  and  other  Mexican  staples.   The  dough,  which 
had  to  be  prepared  daily  at  home  or  in  small  shops  ,  spoiled  within 
a  fev;  hours,  causing  considerable  waste. 

Hand-grinding  bov/ls ,  direct  descendants  of  the  Aztec 
civilization,  are  still  as  comiuon  in  many  parts  of  Lexico  as  the 
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double-boiler  or  frying  pan  in  American  kitchens. 

Today,  the  bov/ls  are  being  replaced  by  huge  dehydrating 
plants,  ultimately  capable  of  producing  more  than  200  tons  of  stable 
flour  a  day.   The  Mexican  government  recently  invested  three  million 
pesos  (about  $3^5  j'^OO)  in  Liais  Industrializado  G,A.  ,  a  business 
that  v;ill  soon  be  producing  100  tons  of  dehydrated  flour  daily. 

Part  of  the  money  v;ill  be  used  to  build  hugo  silos  v'hich 
Y/ill  hold  9,000  tons  of  corn  for  future  consumption,  7/hen  converted 
into  flour,  this  amount  of  stored  corn  r/ill  mix  with  v;ater  and  make 
20,000  tons  of  tortilla  dough.   Formerly,  Mexico  v/as  forced  to  rely 
on  its  year-to-year  corn  crop, as  there  were  few  adequate  storage 
facilities. 

During  a  recent  shortage,  women  in  J..exico  City  spent  hours 
in  long  lines  to  buy  tortilla  dough  directly  from  the  mills.   Kuany  of 
these  malls  capitalized  on  their  monopoly  by  charging  high  prices  for 
dough  that,  in  many  cases,  was  either  v/eighed  short  or  contained 
ground-up  particles  of  husks  and  cobs. 

One  of  the  difficulties  v/hich  the  scientists  overcame  was  the 
production  of  a  flour  thct  v.'ould  give  tortillas  their  familiar  taste 
and  flexibility  demanded  by  Mexican  consumers, 

A  program  to  acquaint  the  Mexican  market  v/ith  the  new  product 
is  already  underway.   Trucks  tour  fexico  City  and  sell  both  the  flour 
and  the  prepared  dougli  at  ceiling  prices  established  by  the  government, 
In  this  one  city,  almost  1,000  tons  of  tortilla  dough  are  consui.ied 
daily. 

By  making  dehydrated  tortilla  flour  available,  the  Mexican 
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Institute  of  Technical  Research  has  solved  a  major  problem  of 
production  and  distribution  v;hich  v;ill  have  an  appreciable  effect  on 
Lexico's  national  nutrition  and  industrial  productivity.

Each  month,    the  Foundation,   as  a  public  service,   measures  and  analy^zes  dust 
collected   from  24  sampling  stations  by  the   city  smoke   inspection  and  abatement 
departments 

Nigh  onto  ^1  tons   of  the  pesky  particles   fell  on  each   square  mile  within 
city   limits  during  the  month  of  December,     At   the  Fair  Store  station,   385   tons 
dropped  on  pedestrians,    sidewalks,    buildings,   and  vehicles..     Cleanest  portion  of 
the   city  was   in  the  area  around  735O  Pratt   st.      Here  only  15o66   tons  of  dust 
descended  from  the  skies,    or  danced  about  on  the  ground. 

Kayner  pointed  out,   however,    that  December  was  a   cleaner  month  than 
November*      In  November,    11,000   tons  of   the  troublesome  particles   poured  from 
factory  smokestacks,    home  chimneys,    locomotives  -  an  average  of  52.13  tons  per 
square  mile, 

January  is   the  worst  month,   as   far  as  dustfall  is  concerned,"     Kayner 
warned. 

In  January,    1947»    ^^-  average  of   I28.5   tons   per  square  mile  fell  on  the 

Windy  City,    the  worst  deluge  of  dust  yet  recorded   since  the   first   survey  was   under- 
taken in  July,    1946.

He  is  Dr.  Fritz  K,  Richter,  39-y»ar  old  profesEor  of  language  at  Illinoie 
Institute  of  Technology,  vhoeti  book,  Koyot,  was  recently  selected  as  book-of-the- 
Bonth  by  the  Stuttgart  Book  Clubs. 

The  novel,  largely  autobiographical,  describes  the  iaimigration  of  a 
young  Gentian  professor,  con5)lete]y  lacking  in  manual  skill  or  trades,  ^Jho  arrived 
in  /'onerica  seeking  an  academic  position  without  a  coroiiajad  of  Englieh  during  the 
height  of  the  depression  of  the  30' s. 

His  success,  based  completely  on  luck  and  the  personal  confidence,  faith, 
and  friendship  of  a  benefactor,  is  coimpletely  at  variance  vfith  his  C-erraan  background. 
It  is  even  now  qiiite  incoriprehensible  to  the  German  public,  vtio  is  accustomed  to 
controlled  progress  and  advancement,  even  in  the  life  of  an  individual. 

The  book  derives  its  title,  literallj^,  'eoyote,'  from  Uie  words  of  a

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CHICAGO  —  Radically  new  policies  in  industry  are  resulting  from  the 
current  shortage  nf  graduating  engineers* 

The  results  of  an  ever- increasing  deirand  for  engineering  graduates  —  a 
complete  reversal  from  the  widely- heralded  overabundance  of  last   June  —  were  cited 
today  by  Raymond  D.   Meade,    placement   director  at    Illinois   Institute  of  Technology, 

A.S   liaison  between  industry  and  graduating  seniors  in  the  engineering 
college,  Meade's  department  has  placed  more  than  1^,000  graduates   in  the  past   four 
years* 

"It   is   certain  that   engineering   colleges   cannot  meet   the   complete  demands 
of  industry  at   the  present   time,   and   it   appears   that   they  will  fall  even  farther 
behind   in  the  future,"  Meade  said. 

This  has  brought  about   some  unusual  trends.      Ten  mere  noticeable  effects 
of  the  abrupt  turn-about  ares 

1.  More  companies  are  interviewing  prospective  graduates   in  the  colleges 
than  ever  before, 

2.  Salary  levels  for   beginning  engineers   have   increased  at    least   10   per 
cent  in  the  last   four  months. 

3.  No  graduate  is  beginning  at   less  than  $275  s  month,   and  last  week  a 
company  offered   $500   a  month  for  a   qualified   electronic   engineer  with  a  bachelor's 
degree.     The  average  is  $290  to  $310. 

4*      Industry  is  seeking  women  engineers   for   the  first  time. 
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T        3,.  Any  engineering  graduate  can  begin  work  the  day  after  graduation, 
(^,  Engineers  in  sales  work  and  service  operations  in  industry  already 
are  being  channeled  into  strictly  engineering  functions. 

7.  ©n-the-spot  hiring  is  taking  place  for  the  first  time. 

8.  Research  iranagers  and  heads  of  engineering  departments  are  accompanying 
personnel  men  who  nornBlly  interview,  evaluate,  and  refer  applications. 

9.  Companies  are  willing  to  accept  men  who  are  eligible  for  the  draft 
r.f  they  have  not  received  their  first  notice. 

10.  Training  programs  have  been  curtailed  and  eliminated  except  in  the 
]argest  companies,  and  graduates  are  being  placed  immediately  in  engineering  work* 

The  placement  picture  began  changing  last  September.  Between  September 
15  and  October  15  demands  for  research,  development,  and  design  personnel  increased 
at  a  surprising  rate,  Meade  said. 

"Between  November  1  and  December  1  calls  for  production  men  became  urgent, 
and  the  entire  thing  has  snowballed  ever  since.   There  have  been  as  many  inquiries 
in  the  past  three  weeks  for  production  men  as  there  were  during  the  entire  period 
from  September  1  to  December  15." 

The  drcp-off  in  enrollment  in  engineering  colleges  will  produce  an  alarming 
shortage  that  already  is  being  felt,  and  this  is  only  the  beginning,  Meade  asserted. 

"The  situation  would  be  alarming  even  under  normal  conditions,  due  to  the 
low  birth-rate  of  the  '30's  now  being  felt  in  the  high  schools,  but  selective 
service  demands  upon  man-power  will  heighten  the  shortage.  A.ctually,  the  low 
point  will  not  be  reached  until  1953*''

CHICAGO  —   Recognizing  that  modern  scientific  research  is  a 
"tcanwork"  proposition,  Mexico  recently  organized  the  first  industrial 
research  unit  in  Latin  -jnerica. 

Located  in  the  Loma  Kermosa  district  of  Mexico  City,  a  trail-blazing 
group  of  scientists  and  ensineors  combine  their  talents  to  solve  the 
industrial  and  agricultural  problems  of  23  million  people. 

The  Mexican  Institute  of  Industrial  Research,  jointly  sponsored  by 
the  ?ank  of  Mexico  and  the  iVacional  Financiera,  is  the  outgrowth  of  a 
technological  audit  conducted  by  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology, 

Two  officials  of  the  bank,  Carlos  Novoa,  director  general,  and 
Gonzales  Robles,  chief  of  industrial  investigations,  were  largely  responsible 
for  the  formation  of  the  institute. 

Currently  under  the  supervision  of  ManuelEccandon  director,  the 
Institute  is  staffed  by  teams  of  Mexican  and  .'imcrican  scientists. 

The  facilities  of  the  Institute,  which  occupy  15,000  square  feet  of 
floor  space,  include  fully  equipped  research  laboratories,  an  analytical 
laboratory,  balance  room,  grinding  room,  constant-temperature  room,  a  shop, 
library,  and  offices,  plus  large  areas  for  pilot  plant  and  engineering 
development , 


\ 
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Current  projects  include  a  search  for  a  fuel  to  replace  the  wood 
charcoal  now  being  used  and  studies  on  the  dehydration  and  storing  of 
tortilla  flour. 

Since  the  technological  audit  which  started  in  19U5,  Mexican  and 
American  scientists  have  worked  together  in  both  Yucatan  and  Chicago  on  such 
projects  as  the  development  of  a  powdered  tannin  extract,  the  utilization 
of  henequen  wastes,  a  study  of  vegetable  oils,  and  a  method  of  producing 
auinine. 

Dr.  Milton  E,  Nelson,  assistant  director  of  the  International  Division 
of  i'^rmour  Research  Foundation,  is  director  of  laboratories  at  the  Institute 
and  in  charge  of  all  technical  research,

CHIC-aGO  —  Spurred  by  the  needs  of  xjar  and  industrial  demands 
for  research  in  the  t^asoline  and  diesel  en{^ine  fields,  armour  Research 
Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  announced  today  a  30 
per  cent  ex]jansion  of  its  engines  and  lubricants  and  heat  transfer 
laboratory  facilities. 

According  to  i-Jilson  P.  dreen,  assistant  chairman  of  applied 
mechanics  research,  some  l,oOO  square  feet  of  floor  space  has  been 
added  to  house  a  new  200-300  horsepower  Sprague-type  electric  dynamometer, 
fuel  metering  and  weighing  eruipment,  air  metering  eouipraent,  recording 
termperature  insturmientation,  and  additional  specialized  equipment  for 
engine  development  projects, 

T'le  dynamometer  and  its  accessory  ecuipmer.t  is  especially  suited 
for  power  tests,  friction  horsepower  measurements,  fuel  consvjnption  tests, 
cycling  load  tests,  and  combustion  studies  on  engines  up  to  300 
horsepoxjer. 

This  sup-'dements  the  d.c.  dynamometer  equipment  installed  last 
January  cy  the  Foundation  to  handle  small  engines  of  1  l/2  to  20 
horsepower. 

The  new  facilities  have  been  constructed  so  that  noise  of  engines 

will  not  affect  research  operations  in  the  rest  of  the  building. 

Armour' s  engines  and  lubrication  research  department  gained 
-more 
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widespread  notice  in  I9U8  when  its  gear  lubricants  sectiori,  supervised 
by  H,  Ruwe  Barton,  became  qualifying:  agency  ior  all  fluids  used  in 
hydramatic  drives. 

The  engines  and  lubrication  research  department  is  currently 
using  all  of  its  engine  oil  and  gear  lube  testing  and  development 
facilities  in  qualifying  oils  for  use  in  military  vehicles. 

Green,  in  charge  of  engine  and  lubrication  X'7ork  at  the  Foundation, 
has  an  outstanding  record  in  the  field.  He  is  also  a  research  professor 
at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 

In  I9U6,  he  was  instrumental  in  developing  engine  sound  silencing 
equipment  for  the  United  States  .irmy  Signal  Corps,  '.Jith  this  equipment, 
engine  sound  could  not  be  heard  at  a  distance  of  200  feet  on  a  quiet, 
open  field. 

He  holds  a  master's  degree  in  m.echanical  engineering  from  the 
University  of  Florida  where  he  studied  under  Professor  Melvin  Price, 
noted  consultant  for  Allison  Engine  Corp. 

He  served  eight  years  at  the  University  of  Maryland  and  three 
at  Illinois  Tech  as  professor  of  mechanical  engineering  in  charge  of 
internal  combustion  engine  courses  and  engine  noise  research.

l)uring  the  next  few  irveekSj  Congress  and  the  appropriate  government  agencies  will  be 
ictively  engaged  in  attempting  to  arrive  at  a  definitive  manpower  policyo  Until  this 
LS  done  it  is  impossible  to  know  with  accuracy  what  the  ages  subject  to  Selective  Ser- 
|?ice  will  be  or  vdiat  procedures  v/ill  be  adopted  for  college  students o  Pending  the 
:i'inal  determination  of  such  policies  j  several  points  should  be  kept  in  minds 

Lo  America's  greatest  need  in  the  years  ahead  vri.ll  be  for  well  educated  young  people, 
for  the  military  forces^  for  war  industry j,  and  for  the  civilian  economyo  The  al- 
ready apparent  shortage  of  scientists  and  engineers  promises  to  be  greatly  aggra- 
vated in  the  immediate  future©  The  demand  tjIII  be  almost  as  great  in  the  other 
professionso 

In  view  of  this  need,  some  method  will  undoubtedly  be  found  to  keep  at  least  a 
minimum  flovr  of  undergradxiate  and  graduate  students  coming  throuj;;h  the  colleges. 
No  matter  what  procedures  are  finally  adopted,  it  appears  likely  that  many  stu- 
dents already  in  collegOg  with  satisfactory  records j,  vrill  be  permitted  to  con- 
tinue until  graduationo  This  seems  almost  certain  to  be  tr^ie  of  men  within  two 
years  of  graduationo 

Present  Selective  Service  procedures  permitting  the  postponement  of  induction  of 
students  until  the  end  of  the  current  academic  year  vri.ll  not  be  changed,. 

The  Association  of  American  Colleges  has  recommended  to  the  Defense  Department 
that  students  be  permitted  their  choice  of  military  services  even  though  they  may 
already  be  processed  by  Selective  Service  vri th  their  induction  postponed  to  the 
end  of  the  academic  year©  There  seems  to  be  a  fair  possibility  that  this  recom- 
l\        mendation  will  be  adoptedo 

Under  present  circumstances  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  best  contribution  any  stu- 
dent can  make  is  to  continue  his  education  as  long  as  possible,  irrespective  of  whether 
his  later  service  is  to  be  military  or  civiliano  Consequently  I  consider  it  inadvis- 
lable  for  students  to  leave  college  for  purposes  of  enlisting  at  this  tiraeo 

'!lllinois  Institute  of  Technology  expects  to  cooperate  with  military  and  other  govern- 
raent  agencies  to  the  fullest  degree c  Additional  military  programs  vrill  be  established 
,on  the  campus  if  they  are  requested  by  the  government,,  It  may  be  desirable  again  to 
undertake  operation  on  an  accelerated  scheduloo  However,  major  emphasis  will  be  placed 
on  continuing  our  regular  program  of  education  for  civilian  students o

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SYNOPSIS 


By  pulverizing  a  thirty-pound  bag  of  toothpicks  and  adding  the  ingenuity 
and  "know-how"  available  in  modern  research  laboratories,  scientists  can 
manufacture  a  comfortable,  low-cost  chair  that  will  last  for  generations* 

The  story  behind  this  unusual  process  in  the  story  of  "felting"., .an 
industrial  process  that  may  scaneday  rank  with  vulcanizing  and  vacuum  packing  in 
its  effect  on  the  iunerican  consumer  market* 

Like  jet  propulsion,  nuclear  fission,  or  internal  combustion,  the  felting 
process  cannot  be  credited  to  a  siiagle  inventor*  However,  scientists  who  associate 
Madame  Curie  with  radium  associate  Jess  Hawley  with  felting* 

In  1910,  when  radios  were  just  breaking  out  of  the  headphone  class  and 
R«C*A*  Victoor  was  basing  an  advertising  canopaign  on  "His  Master's  Voice,"  Hawley 
was  dipping  newspaprs  in  glue,  wrapping  them  around  a  con^-shaped  screen,  and 
manufacturing  the  speakers  for  early  graxoophones* 

Ear  from  being  complex  or  technical,  the  basic  felting  technique  is  extremely 
simple  and  easy  to  understand*  By  mixing  wood  fibers  with  a  suitable  bonding 
agent,  draining  off  the  excess  liquid,  and  allowing  the  mixture  to  harden,  the 
initial  stage  of  the  felting  process  in  con^leted. 

Essentially,  felting  is  little  more  than  a  variation  on  the  papier  mache 
method  used  by  grade  school  students  to  make  puppets  or  marionettes.  In  short, 
a  feltid  product  consists  of  a  mass  of  fibers  held  together  by  a  hardened  bonding 
agent*

Ctonsldering  the  many  possible  applications  for  felted  products,  there  seeiw 
to  be  a  dearth  of  general  taaowledge  or  familiarity  with  this  important  process. 
The  laynan  who  can  discuss  "Bakelite*  or  "Lucite"  seldom  realizes  that  he  comes 
in  contact  with  at  least  two  felted  products  before  he  finishes  his  second  cup 
of  coffee* 

The  newspepr  on  which  he  depends  for  a  fast  summary  of  world  news  is  printed 
on  paper  made  by  the  felting  process*  The  egg  carton  with  the  twelve  separate 
oon^jartments  is  a  felted  product.  There's  a  good  chance  that  the  case  which 
covers  his  bedside  alarm  clock  nay  not  be  a  shiny*  painted  metal  but  instead* 
a  cylindrical  piece  of  cardboard  in  disguise* 

Today*  the  glue>and«newspaper  industry  started  by  Hawley  in  St«  Charles* 
Illinois,  has  expanded  enormously*  At  Arn»ur  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology,  scientists  are  working  overtime  to  perfect  better  methods 
of  manufacturing  felted  products  that  are  stronger  and  less  expensive  than  their 
plastic  counterparts* 

In  addition  to  paper,  radio  speakers,  egg  cartons*  and  aleuna  clock  eases* 
what  other  products  caa  be  felted?  A.  much  shorter  list  could  be  compiled  if  that 
question  were  worded  in  the  negative  as  there  seems  to  be  no  limit  to  the  number 
of  uses  for  felted  materials*  The  only  difference  between  felting  ash  trays  and 
automobile  fenders  is  in  the  amount  of  equipment  and  space  re(iuired  and  not  in  the 
basic  felting  process* 

At  first  glance»  there  seems  to  be  no  distinction  between  felted  products 
and  plasties  products.  Actually,  there  is  one  clear  out  difference  that  is  all- 
iaqportant* 

Whereas  a  plastic  is  ncstly  resin  with  a  small  amount  of  fiber  particles* 
felted  products  contain  a  higher  percentage  of  fibers  and  a  lesser  amount  of 
bonding  agent.  Because  the  resin  content  raises  cost  and  the  fiber  content 
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felting  -  page  three 

determines  strength,  felted  products  are  both  che^er  and  stronger  than  any 
plastic  facsimile* 

During  World  War  II#  eight  million  soldiers  were  issued  helnet  liners  that 
were  made  via  the  felting  process.  This  was  not  an  atten5)t  to  save  aluminum  or 
sheet  steel  by  utilizing  a  substitute  that  might  serre  the  purpose*  Instead,  the 
decision  was  based  on  tests  which  proved  that  the  fiber  liners  were  actually  stronger 
than  those  made  of  metal* 

It  is  wrong  to  regard  almost  any  felted  product  as  a  substitute  or  a 
temporary  replacement  for  critical  materials*  More  often,  felted  products  are 
better  from  every  point  of  view  than  the  material  previously  used* 

One  outstanding  application  of  felting  may  make  its  debut  in  the  form  of 
low-cost,  high-quality  furniture.  For  years,  the  nation's  furniture  craftsmen 
have  been  wasting  thousands  of  board  feet  per  year  by  burning  shavings,  sawdust, 
and  end  pieces  to  s/iptll  to  use*  Rurthermore,  they  have  demanded  and  received 
only  top-quality  wood  and  been  content  to  pass  the  hi^  price  on  to  the  ultimate 
consumer* 

Today,  we  can  peer  over  another  scientific  horizon  and  see  a  furniture 
factory  that  could  very  well  exist  today.  The  giant  saws  and  sanding  machines 
have  been  replaced  by  compact  felting  equipment*  The  lathes  and  contour-bending 
equipment  has  been  removed  in  favor  of  dies  which  turn  out  odd-shaped  pieces  in 
a  steady  stream* 

At  the  end  of  this  modern  production  line,  the  shipping  department  is 
pacfcing  beautifully  finished  tables  and  chairs  that  are  different  from  their 
predecessors  only  by  virtue  of  the  fact  that  they  will  last  longer  and  sell  for 
less* 

But  the  progress  and  list  of  possible  uses  is  not  typical  of  something 

that  "just  happened*"  It  represents  years  of  research  and  many  new  developments 
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which  prophesy  even  more  arduous  and  concentrated  effort. 

These  advances  include  a  method  for  rapidly  reducing  the  moisture  content 
of  saturated  preforms  and  thus  reduce  the  req.uired  drying  time. 

Simultaneously,  scientists  were  required  to  develop  extraction  thimbles...a 
vital  part  of  the  equipment  used  in  felting.  For  years,  these  thimbles  had  come 
from  German  supply  houses  wnd  when  this  source  was  cut  off,  American  scientists 
developed,  in  a  matter  of  nonths,  the  "kaow-how"  acquired  by  the  Germans  over  a 
period  of  many  years. 

The  necessity  of  maintaining  proper  pulp  concentrations  led  to  the  perfection 
of  an  electronic  controller  that  would  operate  within  extremely  narrow  limits* 
These  and  other  obstacles  had  to  be  overcome  and  partially  explain  why  the 
felting  process  is  still  an  adolescent  technique  that  has  yet  to  be  fully  exploited. 

The  closest  approach  to  a  meohaiuzed  felting  iMustry  is  located  in  Brandford, 
Ontario,  where  a  single  plant  is  turning  out  felted  egg  cartons  at  the  rate  of 
one  every  three  seconds. 

The  durability  of  felted  products  was  demoiistrated  in  a  series  of  tests 
conducted  at  Armour  Research  Foundation.  After  locking  the  chair  seat  in  a 
special  vice,  the  back  of  the  chair  was  hammered  repeatedly  by  a  42- pound  weight 
un'^1  breakage  occurred.  Some  of  the  chair  bodies  were  still  intact  after 
250,000  blows  or  the  equivalent  of  100  years  service. 

Aa  yet,  few  of  the  limitless  uses  for  felted  products  in  home  construction 
have  been  made  commercially  available,  ifawever,  it  seems  certain  that  costs  could 
be  drastically  reduced  by  incorporating  felted  products  in  place  of  lumber  as  it 
com€c,from  the  mill. 

A  typical  living  room  might  have  felted  flooring  and  panelling,  felted 
furniture  and  fixtures,  and  felted  appliances.  In  addition  to  being  ch^per, 
much  of  the  room  and  its  contents  could  be  made  fire-resistant  and  stainless* 
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Baseboards  already  equipped  with  electric  outlets  could  be  dropped  into  place 
at  any  desired  location. 

Despite  the  work  done  by  Hawley  forty  years  ago,  the  felting  process  is 
still  not  operating  under  full  sail*  But  the  increasing  interest  and  the  record 
of  successful  problem-solving  €u:e  sufficient  reason  to  believe  that  felted  products 
are  going  to  appear  in  increasing  numbers  and  make  the  American  public  very  much 
aware  of  their  contribution  to  an  already  high  standard  of  living*

The  four-year-old  program  is  designed  to   interest  young  men  in 
the  foundry  indusl-ry,   to  present  the  foundry  industry  as  an  engineering 
field?  and  to  develop  instructors,  researchers,   and  technicians   in 
foundry  worko 

It  is  one  of  the  few  industry-wide  jnrograms  being  conducted  on 
a  nation-wj.de  scale  at   the  undergraduate  level* 

Illinois  Tech  was  selected  for  the  program  for  its  service  to 
the  industry  in  the  Chicago  area,   and  in  recognition  of  its   curriculum 
and  complete,  modern  facilities. 
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CHICAGO  —  Graduate  chemistry  students  at  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology  must  watch  their  test  tubes  and  condensers  lest  they  blunder 
into  winning  the  weekly  "salute  to  sloppy  chemists." 

For  a  conspicuous  slip  of  test  tube  technique,   any  graduate 
student  in  the  department  may  qualify  as   "an  outstanding  contributor  to 
the  retrogression  ef  the  science  of  science*" 

Students  recently  cited  for  lack  of  achievement  in  the  laooratory 
have  attained  recognition  through  devious  means. 

F«r   instance,   one  scholarly  chemist  ran  the  timer  with  the  switch 
off.     Another  demolished  a  gas  burette  (calibrated  glass  tube)  with  his 
bare  hands,    while  a  fellow   lab  man  discovered  the  failure  of  mercury 
therinometers  at   extremely  high  temperature. 

Others  have  learned  the  tragedy  of  substituting  flywheels   for 
pinch  clamps  or  for  submitting  conclusions  before  converting  thermometer 
scales. 

To  urge  candidates  for  master's  and  doctor's  degrees  to  a  more 
careful  coddling  ♦f  complex  chemistry  gear,   students  themselves  have 
authorized  a  public  spanking  for  earless  classmates. 

The  official  whipping  consists  of  a  student   presentation  of  two 
four-'inch  glass-coupled  tubes,  resembling  something  out  of  an  alchemists 
secret  cupboard.      It   is  appropriately  dubbed   "The  Ig-Noble  Prize," 
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CHICAGO  —  Sharply  divergent  trends  in  industry  and  education  have 
left  today's  electrical  engineering  graduate  less  prepared  to  take  his 
place  in  the  povrer  r.nd  utility  industries  than  the  graduate  of  25  years 
ago. 

That  was  the  contention  voiced  January  2k   by  Dr.  William  A,  Lewis, 
dean  of  the  grr.duate  school  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  as  he 
made  a  plea  for  support  of  graduate  education  in  electrical  engineering. 

Speaking  before  the  winter  meeting  of  the  .'.merican  Institute  of 
Electrical  Engineers  in  N,  Y,,  N,Y  he  cited  advancements  in  power 
engineering,  and  specialization  in  electronics,  communication,  and  radio 
which  were  imheard  of  in  1925. 

"Although  the  curriculum  at  that  time  was  not  considered  to  be 
specialized,  it  contained  little  or  no  training  in  electronics,  communi- 
cation, or  radio,  all  of  which  are  an  essential  part  of  every  electrical 
engineering  curriculum  today, 

"Furthermore,  the  emphasis  on  the  broadening  of  the  outlook  of 
engineering  graduates  has  resulted  in  increased  emphasis  on  liberal  studies 
and  humanities,  with  a  resulting  decrease  in  technical  content, 

''In  comparison  with  the  four- year  engineering  curriculum  of  today," 
Lewis  pointed  out, "that  of  the  graduate  of  1925  would  be  considered  a 
specialized  course  in  the  power  field," 
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The  obvious  result  is  a  graduate  less  qualified  to  take  his  place 
in  the  power  industry  than  the  graduate  of  25  years  ago. 

The  alternative  solutions  are  costly — wider  in-plant  training 
programs,  or  graduate  education, 

"The  answer  lies  with  the  public  utility  industry  to  seek  and  demand 
graduates  with  advanced  education.  The  industry  is  not  accustomed  to  seek- 
ing anything  but  a  four-year  graduate,"  Lewis  said,   "Yet  it  is  essential 
that  the  public  utilities  and  manufacturers  give  recognition  to  the  value 
of  the  training  required,  repay  the  student  for  the  time  and  effort  spent 
in  obtaining  a  year  or  more  of  specialized  education  in  the  power  engineering 
field,  and  seek  men  with  advanced  degrees, 

"Vlhlle   povrer  systems  engineering  has  become  more  and  more 
specialized  in  recent  years,  electrical  engineering  curricula  have,  of 
necessity,  become  more  and  more  general,"  Lewis  said,

•'YOU  AI'TO  INDUSTRY'S  MAJOR  PROBLEMS* 

In  1941  ■•  10  years  ago  ••  a  picture  and  a  caption  were  widely  oiroulated  in  oui 
American  rotogravure  sections  and   in  ovr  magazines.     At  the  moment,  perhaps,  you  do 
not  recall  the  photograph,  but  if  you  ever  saw  it,  you  will  not  have  forgotten  its 
caption: 

"The  Flag  of  France  Goes  By I" 

The  pioture?     Well,   it  showed  a  Frenchman  standing  toward  the  front  of  a  ovovrd 
at  Marseilles,  after  the  collapse   of  French  military  resistance,  watching  the  tri- 
color go  by.     The  camera  caught  to  the  full  the  pathos  that  welled  up  from  his 
heart  and  the  tragedy  that  was  written  on  his  face. 

"The  Flag  of  France  Goes  Byl" 

There  was  written   in  that  intellectual  French  face  the  story  of  our  times.     The 
message  there  was  simple,  plain  and  vital.     It  can  be  expressed  in  two  short 
sentences : 
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(1)  Freedom  is  not,  and  never  has  been,  on  easy  thing  to  acquire. 

(2)  Freedom  is  not,  and  never  has  been^  an  easy  thing  to  hold* 

Just  as  the  "fight  for  freedom"  has  been  the  dominating  influence  in  the  lives 
of  graduates,  such  as  myself,  who  left  colleges  and  universities  all  over  the 
country  ten  years  ago,  so  too  it  will  undoubtedly  prove  to  be  the  dominating  in- 
fluence in  each  and  every  me  of  your  lives.   It  will  effect  many  of  you  who  will  be 
putting  in  military  services   It  will  effect  your  jobs  and  the  work  that  you  per- 
form. It  will  effect  your  way  of  life 9  The  amount  of  time,  effort,  and  money  that 
we  as  a  nation  will  pour  during  the  oourse  of  our  lifetimes  into  military  channels 
in  our  fight  for  survival  and  in  our  fight  for  these  principles  that  we  hold  dear, 
will  be  a  discouraging  aspect  of  your  lives  that  will  require  clear  thinking  to 
keep  your  own  thoughts  from  being  confused  and  that  will  require  moral  strength  to 
keep  you  from  discouragement.  It  will  be  difficult  to  keep  from  being  discouraged 
because  of  the  defensive  rather  than  the  constructive  nature  of  suoh  an  effort* 

TECHNICAL  ADVANCE 

But  if  the  record  of  human  progress  in  the  field  of  international  relations 
has  seemed,  if  anything,  to  step  backwards  as  time  goes  on,  and  if  you  feel  as  you 
take  your  place  in  the  world  today  tlrnt  you  do  so  vd.th  a  burden  about  your  shoulders, 
cast  your  eyes  in  another  direction  where  true  progress  has  been  made. 

One  hundred  years  ago,  a  German  named  Karl  Marx,  supported  by  the  wealthy 
Friedrioh  Engels,  wrote  a  book  he  called  "The  Communist  Manifesto".  I.Iarx,  and  the 
•ther  prophets  of  doom,  predicted  that  the  free  enterprise  system,  capitalism 
under  the  machine  age  —  the  one  system  in  which  men  are  free  to  take  risks  to  grow, 
expand,  and  keep  pace  with  the  growing  wants  and  needs  of  people  --  would  leave  the 
working  man  in  a  state  of  pitiful  destitution. 

Let's  look  at  the  reoord  to  see  if  one  hundred  years  hasn't  been  long  enough 
to  prove  a  point. 

In  1850  —  animals  and  men  did  70^  of  this  nation's  work.  Machines  ■•  only  30?J. 
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Crude  implements  were  the  rule.  Backs  bent  under  the  strain.  The  work  week 
was  70  hours  and  the  average  workers  output  per  hour  bought  25jz^  worth  of  goods  and 
services  measured  in  present  day  buying  power. 

Today  —  a  century  later,  animals  and  men  do  6^  of  this  nation's  work. 
llaohines  -  94J?I  The  work  week  is  40  hours  and  the  average  worker's  output  per  hour 
buys  almost  $1,50  worth  of  goods  and  services. 

Machines,  instead  of  eliminating  the  worker,  simply  took  the  strain  ajid  sweat 
off  the  worker's  back  and  created  a  larger  working  force.   In  1850  only  ZZ%   of  the 
people  could  find  gainful  employment,  including  farmers.  Today,  even  excluding 
farmers,  the  labor  force  is  greater  than  40/J  of  our  population. 

Through  technical  advances,  the  kind  that  you  will  be  responsible  for  contribu- 
ting in  future  years,  we  have  brought  about  the  greatest  labor  force,  working  the 
shortest  hours,  at  the  highest  wages  in  world  history. 

OUR  GREATEST  FAILURE 

But  just  as  the  world  has  witnessed  a  remarkable  record  of  technical  advance 
over  the  past  100  years  and  over  the  past  10  years  and  has  at  the  same  time,  wit- 
nessed the  failure  of  nations  and  men  to  find  a  way  to  live  together  in  peace  and 
harmony,  so  too,  American  industry  has  partially  offset  its  technical  advances  by 
demonstrating  its  inability  so  far  in  some  oases  to  develop  a  Iiarmonious  relation- 
ship between  management  and  labor*  Developing  such  a  relationship  is  industry's 
biggest  problem  today.   It  must  be  developed  company  by  company  and  as  it  is  de- 
veloped, industry  will  find  that  many  of  its  other  proLl^— s  are  at  the  same  time 
greatly  reduced. 

Industrial  management  is  constantly  in  search  of  ways  and  means  to  increase 
productivity.  This  is  an  objective  not  only  for  individual  companies  but  is  a 
solution  to  many  of  our  nation's  problems  v^hether  they  be  problems  of  war  mobiliza- 
tion, national  defense,  combating  inflation  or  offsetting  the  adverse  effect  of 
higher  taxes  by  lower  prices  to  continually  increase  our  standard  of  living.  When 
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we  generally  think  of  inoreasing  productivity,  we  generally  think  of  doing  so  by 
better  facilities,  more  ingemnoue  designs  or  better  tooling*  And  yet  productivity 
oould  be  increased  in  our  country  or  oan  be  inoreased  in  any  one  oompany  by  a  mini- 
mum of  20^  to  25??  by  effecting  only  one  change  —  if  the  men  and  women  in  a  company 
would  improve  their  working  attitude*  This  would  be  the  miniKium  increase  in  output 
that  oould  be  effected  if  workers  would  turn  out  as  much  as  tliey  are  capable  of 
turning  out,  rather  than  as  little  as  they  can  get  away  with*  Our  rate  of  progress 
in  the  field  of  human  relations  has  not  kept  pace  with  our  rate  of  progress  in 
technological  advancement  and  you  can  make  your  greatest  contribution,  and  at  the 
same  time  accomplish  the  most  rapid  possible  personal  advancement,  in  this  areat 
It  matters  not  whether  your  main  field  of  endeavor  will  be  in  administrative  manage- 
ment^ sales  management,  engineering  management,  production  management  or  industrial 
relations  and  personnel  vrork»  The  job  of  finding  a  better  way  to  live  and  work  to» 
gether  under  a  company  roof  is  the  job  of  every  executive  in  the  company* 

DEMOCRACY  IN  INDUSTRY 

There  is  one  sure  way  to  accomplish  this  objective  that,  after  several  years 
of  specific  application  at  Bell  &  Howell  Company,  I  can  unhesitatingly  recommend  to 
you*  This  is  the  application  of  democratic  principles  in  your  day  by  day  contacts 
with  those  people  under  your  supervision,  on  the  same  level  with  you,  or  in  superior 
positions  to  you.  Business  leaders  have  long  championed  the  free  enterprise  demo- 
cratic system,  yet  I  sometimes  wonder  if  business  leaders  are  not  the  first  ones  to

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There  are  9.  few  reaognized  democratio  principles  that  have  universal  applioa- 
ticai.     When  these  few  prinoiples  are  universally  applied   in   industry,  America  will 
enter  a  new  era  of  productivity  and  industrial  harmony*     If  you,  each  one   of  you, 
can  apply  thea  in  your  working  relationships,  you  will  contribute  greatly  to  your 
company^s  progress  and  facilitate  your  own  rise  to  levels  of  ever  increasing  respon- 
sihiiity. 

First  -  the  desire  of  every  person  to  be  treated  as  an  individual  and  not  as  a 
part  of  a  group  or  mass.     During  the  course  of  your  own  lives  you  have  found  that 
you  have  responded  more  to  individual  counsel  and  encouragement  than  you  have  to 
mass  techniques.     This  same  thing  holds  true  in  industry  and  oan  act  as  a  guide 
in  your  thinking  vrith  respeot  to  industrial  problems  suoh  as  pay  increases  whioh 
are  better  handled  on  a  individual  merit  basis  rather  than  on  a  general  increase 
basis  that  has   little  personality  or   individual  treatment. 

Second  -  the  desire  of  every  individual  to  be  able  to  express  hie   opinion  and 
to  feel  that  hie  voice  has  been  heard  %     In  many  companiea  that  have  provided  the 
worse  examples  of  industrial  strife   over  the  past  ten  years,  the  individual  finds 
less   opportunity  for  expression  during  his  working  hours  than  he  does  at  any  other 
time  during  the  course   of  his   life's   cycle.     If  he  feels  f'at  his   opinion  is  not 
wanted,    if  he  feels  that  he  has  no  opportunity  to   freely  express   it,    if  he  feels  his 
opinion  means   little    if  anything,   he  will  find  ways  and  means  to  express   it  through 
sonieone  else  more  powerful  than  himself. 

Third  "  the  desire   of  every  individual  to  have  honest  facts  in  conneotion  with 
anything  that  vitally  effects  his  well  being.     This  means  facts   in  conneotion  with 
his   ccmpany^s  plans,    its  profits,    its  progress,   and  how  its  plans,   profits  and 
progress  will  effect  him  as  an  individual* 

Fourth  -  th©  desire  of  every  individual  to  have  an  opportunity  for  advancement. 
Here  industry  is  taking  many  forward  st^ps  now  in  providing  in  plant  training,   by 
encouraging  night  school  attendance  and  taking  msiny  other  ateps  that  provide  oppor- 
tunity for  individuals  to  improve  their  job  knowledge  and  their  approach  to  their 
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work.     The  educational  process  most  certainly  does  not  end  vdth  the     awarding  of  a 
degree.     Education  is   a  continual  process  that  the   individual  must  participate  in 
each  ftnd  every  ddy  of  his    life   on  either  a  formal  or  informal  basis.     An   individual, 
just  like  a  oanpany,   never   stands   still.     He  either  continues  to  move  ahead  or  he 
falls  back. 

Fifth  -  desire  of  ©very  individual  to  bo  treated  fairly,    justly  and  honestly, 
and  in  his   turn,  to  deal  with  others   in  aocordance  with  these   same  standards. 

The  future  of  our   country  and  our  economy  depends  upon  the  type   of  leadership 
that  we  have  available.     Here  at  the    Illinois   Institute  of  Technology  you  have 
received  the   finest  program  of  formal  education  that  could  be  given  to  you,   designed 
to  equip  you  for  the  problems  you  face  ahead.     Sometime   soon,    I  hope  that  you  v/ill 
be  taking  your  place  within  the  frame-work  of  a  management  group  who  will  dream, 
create,  conceive,   take  risks,   and  understand  human  relationships  and  who   look  upon 
their  function  in  life  as  that   of  creating  business,  making  jobs,  building  fine 
products,   providing  good   services   and  establishing  a  foundation  for  mutual  respect 
and  faith  between  worker  and  management. 

One  Sunday  morning  a  small  boy  vrent  to  his   Father  and  asked  him  to  read  the 
comic  papers   for  him.     The  Father,    absorbed   in  a  book,  didn't  want  to  be  bothered, 
but  the  lad  was   persistent.     Finally  the  Father  cut  up  a  map  of  the  world   into  many 
pieces   -  like  a  jigrsaw  puzzle  -  and  promised  his   son  a  dollar  reward  if  he  could 
put  the  map  together  again. 

In  20  minutes  the  boy  was  back,  map   of  the  world  perfectly  pasted  together. 
The  Father  was  astounded.     When  he  asked  his  boy  how  he  had  done   it,  the  boy 
answered,  "Dad,   on  the  other  side  of  the  map  ivas  a  picture   of  a  man,     I  put  the  man 
together   -  and  v/hen  I  made  the  man  right,   the  world  was   right". 

And  when  we  make  our  human  relationships  right,  nation  with  nation,  party  with 
party,   business  v/ith  governmenlr,  management  with  worker,  and  worker  with  his   fellow- 
workers,  America's  future  will  be  more  secure,   and  the  world  will  be  a  much  better 
place  in  which  to  live.     This   is  the  biggest  problem  that  you  can  help  solve  in  the 
days   and  years  ahead.      Good    luck  to  each  and   every  one   of  you.

CHICAGO — There's  no  doubt  in  the  future  of  the  $50  students  who  re- 
ceived their  degrees  Saturday  (January  2?)  from  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology. 

Almost  twenty-five  per  cent  of  them  have  been  called  for  military  or 
naval  service.  The  other  seventy -five  per  cent  have  been  snapped  up  by  engineer- 
short  industry. 

"Commencement  has  come  to  mean  just  that — a  beginning,"  Raymond  D. 
Meade,  Institute  placement  director,  said  today.   "They  graduate  Saturday  and  begin 
work  Monday  morning." 

"During  the  past  semester,  more  than  90  companies  visited  the  campus 
seeking  prospective  graduates.   Some  students  had  as  many  as  six  offers.   Many  were 
hired  on-the-spot.  Salary  levels  have  increased  more  than  10  per  cent  in  the  past 
four  months.   The  present  average  starting  wage  is  from  ^^290  to  $315." 

V/hat  is  tine  at  Illinois  Tech  is  typical  of  the  situation  throughout 
the  nation's  engineering  colleges.  Major  defense  industries  have  notified  the 
nation's  engineering  societies  that  their  technical  manpower  needs  are  becoming  more 
acute  daily. 

To  relieve  some  of  the  strain  and  assure  efficient  use  of  technical 
personnel,  five  leading  professional  engineering  societies  have  established  the 
Engineering  Manpower  Commission  and  have  adopted  a  program  to  aid  the  government, 
armed  services,  and  industry. 

"A  major  service  of  the  group  virill  be  to  advise  government  agencies  in 
obtaining  maximum  use  of  technical  personnel,"  explained  Dr.  John  T.  Rettaliata,

vice  president  and  dean  of  engineering  at  Illinois  Tech  and  vice  president  '^f  the 
American  Society  of  Mechanical  Engineers. 

"However,  the  major  task  facing  the  EMC  at  the  present  time  is  educatijng

"High  school  students  have  adapted  a  'Y.Tiat's  the  use?'  attitude  in 
regard  tp  all  higher  education,  and  high  school  teachers  and  counselors  have  done 
little  to  offset  this  feeling,"  Rettaliata  said. 

Under  the  present  draft  laws,  a  student  is  guaranteed  deferment  frr  the 
school  year  in  which  he  receives  his  draft  notice. 

He  is  guaranteed  the  right  to  select  any  branch  of  service  even  after 
taking  his  draft  physical.  • 

He  has  the  opportunity  of  joining  an  ROTC  group  which  will  guarantee  a 
full  four-year  course  if  he  v/ill  accept  a  commission  and  serve  for  two  years  after 
graduation, 

"The  first  job  of  the  EMC  is  to  see  that  high  school  students  are  made 
aware  of  these  facts,  otherwise  the  program  will  be  hamstrung,"  he  explained.
